26, and Sapto Ahmed, 20, and an ex- 
warder, Joa: Marla Dins Azedo. 

The four men are charged on & 
total of 11 counts of demanding 
money with menaccs, corruptipn in 
oMce, and conspiracy. 

The prosccutlon's case alleged that 
the accused, on the pre(ence that 
they’ were in a position ‘to prevent 
Ho Luk,—arrested for receiving 
stolen property on August J, 1040, 
nnd’ detained “at Victoria Memand 
Prison trom August 7 onwards— 
from being assaulted, obtained 
various sumsof moncy from Ho's
